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Free income 
tax preparation

Once the library 
moves to the new library loca¬ 
tion the returns will be pre¬ 
pared at the new library. 

Returns are prepared free 
of charge. This free service is 
available to elderly persons 
and low-to-middle income tax¬ 
payers regardless of age. 

The TaxAide preparation 
site will be open on Mondays 
from 3 until 7 p.m. beginning 
on Monday, February 4 
through Monday, April 15. 

Returns are prepared on the 
computer using tax preparation 
software. The return can also 
be E-filed free of charge. 
Refunds are received quicker 
if a return is E-filed. 

You need to bring the fol¬ 
lowing to have your return 
prepared: Government issued 
Picture ID (driver’s license, 
state ID, etc.) Social Security 
card, Medicare card or Social 
Security Benefits Statement 
for everyone claimed on the 
return, W2’s, all 1099’s (for 
interest, dividends, pensions, 
miscellaneous income), Social 
Security statements, and any 
other income statements. If 
you wish to itemize deductions 
bring proof of the deductions, 
ie. mortgage interest, taxes on 
your home, medical expenses, 
and charitable contributions. 
Also please bring your 2011 
tax return as some information 
may be needed from that 
return. 

TaxAide volunteers are not 
trained to prepare farm, rental 
or business returns, therefore 
cannot prepare those returns.

Flaugher served as mayor 
from 1999 through 2005. When 
he came in there was still much 
destruction caused by the flood. 
He had his work cut out for 
him. "I laugh sometimes when I 
think of Gene as mayor," said 
Terry England. "I say he was 
kind of a cosmetic mayor. In 
that he was very meticulous 
about every thing in the city 
looking pretty and nice. He was 
responsible for the city wel¬ 
come sign on KY 22 East com¬ 
ing into the city. He had the city 
workers to keep flowers at both 
welcome signs to the city. He 
just wanted everything kept 
clean. 

"We saw a very different 
side of him that others may not 
have always seen. Gene was a 
very giving person, kind and 
very considerate of others." 

Of course he could be stub¬ 
born when he wanted too. He 
was impeached as mayor late in 
his term. There was some argu¬ 
ment over a document concern¬ 


ing the fire depart¬ 
ment. 

Pendleton County 
Judge-executive 
Henry Bertram said 
"I found Flaugher al¬ 
ways willing to com¬ 
municate with me on 
what good he could 
do for the city. He 
always kept the city 
of Falmouth in his 
foresight. We always 
had a good working 
relationship. I could 
always depend on 
him." 

"Gene was very 
instrumental for get¬ 
ting many of the 
grants the city got 
after the flood," said Dan Wood- 
head. 

"He really cared a lot for the 
city and the downtown area," 
said Community Development 
Director Bill Mitchell. "He was 
a lot of support when I needed 
something. Both Flaugher and 
Bertram got the largest grant 
ever got here for two million 
dollar sewer grant. Flaugher 
also got a 1.2 million grant to 
revitalize the downtown area 
when he was mayor." 

Early on Flaugher served 16 
years on the Pendleton County 


School Board. 

"Gene told you what he was 
going to do and he did it. You 
didn't have to remind him about 
it. He never did a halfway job 
on anything. He had a good 
business mind," said Outlook 
editor Debbie Dennie. “I 
remember how he use to drive 
around town, early in the morn¬ 
ing, midday or evening. Resi¬ 
dents would say to him why are 
you always driving around town 
so many trips? His reply to 
them was he was watching for 
city workers not doing their job 
and if he saw that then he knew 
the community would see that."

President Obama's proposed gun control regulations causing anxiety throughout Kentucky

Gun owners in Kentucky and 
around the country have rushed 
out to buy guns in fear of proposed 
un control regulations proposed 
y President Barack Obama. 

Obama signed 23 executive 
orders last week and outlined a plan 
to tighten federal regulations on 
guns. 

He has asked Congress to pass 
legislation that would require back¬ 
ground checks on all firearm pur¬ 
chases, including from private sell¬ 
ers not currently required under 
federal law. Obama also wants 
Congress to ban military-style 
assault weapons and place a limit 
on high-capacity magazines. 

These strict federal laws would 
contrast with what’s on the books 
in Kentucky, which many gun con¬ 
trol advocates rate as a state with 
some of the least restrictive gun 
laws in the country. 

Customers at Shooter’s Supply 
and Sporting Goods in Indepen¬ 
dence have picked the shelves bare, 
leaving just a handful of guns left. 
Sales went up five times in Decem-

Shooters’ Supply Shop in Loveland 
has never been busier in its 26 
years, said owner Dan Lovett. 

“Stuff comes in and it’s gone 
the next day,” Lovett said. “A lot of 
people are very concerned, and it 
goes to people’s fear of more gov-

We would be 
even busier if we could get more to 
sell.”

‘During this very hectic time, 
our staff has been overwhelmed 
with customers in the store, and we 
are often unable to answer phone 
calls,” states the announcement 
that then directs callers to the 
shop’s website. 

The fear among gun owners 
about the Second Amendment has 
grown bigger than ever, said Joey 
Burke, president of the Kentucky 
Concealed Carry Coalition. 

Burke, a computer analyst from 
Louisville, spoke on Saturday 
before hundreds of gun rights 
advocates who assembled in Frank¬ 
fort to protest the proposed gun 
regulations. He thinks it doesn’t 
just stem from the gun issue but 
also the Affordable Care Act, 
known by some as Obamacare, and 
numerous Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency regulations. 

“You take one of those things, 
and it’s not a big deal, but you look 
at the pattern of intrusion into our 
lives, and it’s pretty easy to come up 
with the attitude about what’s 
next,” Burke said.

Many Kentucky tea party lead¬ 
ers anticipate someone among 
their ranks will step forward to 
challenge the state’s senior senator 
in the Republican Primary in 
2014. 

Several state tea party groups 
distanced themselves from U.S. 
Sen. Mitch McConnell on Tues¬ 
day and a statement signed by 14 
groups, including four in North¬ 
ern Kentucky, under the name 
United Kentucky Tea Party criti¬ 
cized McConnell’s recent overtures 
to the tea party movement. 

In 2012, McConnell hired the 
former campaign manager of U.S. 
Sen. Rand Paul and former U.S. 
Rep. Ron Paul, Jesse Benton, to 
manage his campaign. 

The statement criticized this 
hiring. 

“The tea parties in Kentucky 
are lead by local grassroots indi¬ 
viduals, not by any national orga¬ 
nization. Any representation oth¬ 
erwise by the Republican Party 
leadership of Kentucky or Senator 


stopped at Shooter’s in Indepen¬ 
dence last week to fire a few rounds 
from his handgun. He agrees with 
the proposed background checks 
but disagrees with any type of 
weapons ban. 

“It seems so hypocritical to me 
how government is wanting to ban 
guns and tighten up regulation, yet 
they have 20-30 people around 
them with guns protecting them,” 
said Behymer. “It’s a double stan¬ 
dard. There’s certainly a concern 
there from my part.” 

Kentucky gun laws scant. The 
Law Center to Prevent Gun Vio¬ 
lence gave Kentucky an F and rated 
the commonwealth 43 rd out of 50 
states on the adequacy of its gun 
laws. The Brady Campaign to Pre¬ 
vent Gun Violence gave Kentucky 
two points out of 100. 

Kentucky requires a license to 
carry a concealed deadly weapon, 
but no state law prevents someone 
from openly carrying a gun, some¬ 
thing Kentucky shares in common 
with most states. 

The law center also criticized 
Kentucky for not conducting its 
own background checks, not licens¬ 
ing firearm dealers, not limiting the 
number of firearms purchased at 
one time or imposing a waiting 
period on firearm purchases. 

And many Kentuckians believe 
the law shouldn’t change. 


McConnell and his surrogates is 
inconsistent with the truth and 
will be vigorously and publicly 
disputed every step of the way,” 
the statement noted. 

Many in the tea party move¬ 
ment have criticized McConnell 
for his votes on the Patriot Act and 
the Troubled Asset Relief Program 

- McConnell’s deal brokered with 
Harry Reid to avoid the fiscal cliff 

- sparked the most recent angst 
between tea party members and 
the senator, said John Kemper III, 
of Lexington, a spokesman for the 
group. 

“I think the (fiscal cliff) deal 
was the final straw for most folks,” 
Kemper said. “We were hoping to 
see a more positive response from 
Sen. McConnell.” 

Kemper, who ran for Kentucky 
auditor in 2011, said the group 
formed from the meetings of tea 
party leaders across Kentucky after 
the Nov. 2011 elections and many 
members volunteered for the cam¬ 
paigns for 12 candidates for the 
General Assembly in 2012. 


Nick Shack, a hunter from 
Alexandria, expressed a concern 
shared by other gun owners that 
Obama’s proposed regulations, par¬ 
ticularly the assault weapon ban, 
will eventually lead to further regu¬ 
lations and possible banning of all 
guns. 

“I don’t agree with the govern¬ 
ment telling me under the Second 
Amendment what I can and can’t 
have,” Shack said. “More people are 
killed with vehicles in car accidents 
than guns. There are all kinds of 
weapons. That is not the issue.” 

Not a partisan issue in Ken¬ 
tucky. In Kentucky, gun control 
opinions doesn’t differ along party 
lines, with both Democrats and 
Republicans often lining up against 
additional regulation. 

Grant County Democrats for 
several years raffled off guns at the 
county fair to raise money when 
Bill Adkins served as chairman up 
until last year. Adkins ran on the 
Democratic ticket for the 4th Con¬ 
gressional District but lost to 
Republican Thomas Massie. 

Adkins, of Williamstown, said 
he owns 60 guns, including AK- 
47s. But Adkins believes the con¬ 
cerns about the Second Amend¬ 
ment whipped up by the National 
Rifle Association are unfounded. 
He said he doesn’t think an assault 
weapons ban stands a chance in 


Kemper said he’s on the short-list 
for potential Republican challeng¬ 
ers to McConnell. 

“It would be a Republican can¬ 
didate with the support that came 
from the same folks who helped 
Sen. (Rand) Paul and Thomas 
Massie in the last election cycle, ” 
Kemper said. 

If the tea party doesn’t field a 
Republican candidate against 
McConnell, many Republicans 
might not vote in the general elec¬ 
tion, said Garth Kuhnhein, with 
the Kenton County Tea Party and 
former president of the Northern 
Kentucky Tea Party. 

“My concern and the concern 
of many is that in the same way 
that Romney was unable to defeat 
Obama, Mitch McConnell will be 
unable to defeat Ashley Judd,” 
Kuhnhein said. “There are many 
reasons why Romney lost, but in 
large part, conservatives wouldn’t 
or couldn’t support Romney.” 

Kuhnhein pointed to the wide 
margin of victories by tea party 
favorites U.S. Sen. Rand Paul, 


Congress. The other proposals by 
Obama, like the increased back¬ 
ground checks, seem reasonable, he 
said. 

“For all the noise about the 
president’s proposals, there’s noth¬ 
ing particularly onerous,” Adkins 
said. “An assault weapons ban is not 
going anywhere. Congress will not 
pass it. It is not an issue.” 

Adkins said the National Rifle 
Association has done a disservice to 
gun rights advocates and makes 
them look radical. 

“They used the corpses of those 
children before they were cold as 
props to generate paranoia among 
gun owners,” Adkins said. “They 
came out with a game to play on 
the iPhone that uses an assault 
weapon to shoot at coffin-shaped 
targets. They are not helping gun 
owners, they’re helping the makers 
of guns.” 

While some gun owners in 
Kentucky don’t support any of 
Obama’s changes in the law, others 
do support the increased back¬ 
ground checks. 

“I don’t have a problem with 
mandatory background checks” 
said Frank Thompson, an Alexan¬ 
dria resident who is a member of 
the Bob White Club in Campbell 
County. “You don’t want a nut 
handling a gun.”

R-Ky., and U.S. Rep. Thomas 
Massie, R-Ky., as examples of the 
tea party’s strength. 

Kuhnhein said he hopes Tues¬ 
day’s statement by the tea party 
will encourage a candidate to step 
forward. 

The tea parties of Boone, Ken¬ 
ton and Campbell counties signed 
onto the statement as well as the 
Northern Kentucky Tea Party. 
McConnell’s statement at the 
Boone County Republican Christ¬ 
mas Gala in December about his 
campaign raising $7 million and 
that he “welcomed the challenge” 
rankled some tea party members 
who saw it as a direct challenge. 

“We’re hoping somebody steps 
forward to run for that job, and 
that person meets our principles 
and has more conservative values,” 
said Bryan Miller, of Union, with 
the Boone County Tea Party.

Kentucky's conservative Tea Party groups challenge US Senator McConnell 
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Ky. auto plants produce more than a million vehicles in 2012 


Kentucky’s thriving automotive 
industry enjoyed a banner year in 
2012, with annual production 
reaching more than one million 
vehicles for the first time since 2007, 
before the national economic down¬ 
turn. 

With more than 1,025,000 light 
vehicles produced, Kentucky ranks 
fourth in the nation for total light 
vehicle production, up from fifth in 
2011, according to a state news 
release. Kentucky produced more 
than 477,000 cars, ranking third, 
and fourth for light trucks with 
more than 548,000. Additionally, 
one in every 10 light vehicles pro¬ 
duced in the United States during 
2012 was made in Kentucky. 

“We are moving in the right 
direction, with more than a million 
vehicles produced and a ranking of 
fourth overall in the country for 
light vehicle production, making 
this a promising time for the com¬ 
monwealth,” Gov. Steve Beshear said 


in the release. “We need to continue 
to build on this success, but we can 
be extremely proud of the top qual¬ 
ity vehicles made right here in Ken¬ 
tucky and sold all over the world.” 

Beshear recently visited the 
Detroit Auto Show to support the 
press unveiling of the 2014 Corvette 
Stingray, made in Bowling Green. 
General Motors is in the process of a 
$131 million plant transformation 
in Bowling Green, which has been 
the exclusive home to the iconic 
sports car since 1981. 

“When Kentucky’s automotive 
industry succeeds, the common¬ 
wealth as a whole wins,” Cabinet for 
Economic Development Secretary 
Larry Hayes said. “Kentucky’s auto¬ 
motive industry is so important to 
our overall economy, with hundreds 
of supply companies and thousands 
of employees spread across all parts 
of the state.” 

Kentucky is home to nearly 450 
motor vehicle-related facilities, 


employing almost 75,000 people. In 
just the last two years, approximately 
135 auto industry location or expan¬ 
sion announcements have occurred 
in Kentucky, representing 7,200 new 
jobs and nearly $1.8 billion in new 
capital investments. 

With an investment of $600 mil¬ 
lion, Lord recently completed the 
transformation of its Louisville 
Assembly Plant, one of Ford’s most 
flexible, high-volume plants in the 
world. The plant made more than 
219,000 Ford Escapes in 2012. Ford 
is in the process of hiring for 3,100 
new jobs at the facility. 

Also, Ford is investing another 
$600 million in its Kentucky Truck 
Plant, also in Louisville, to produce 
the next generation F-Series Super 
Duty Trucks, as well as the Expedi¬ 
tion and Lincoln Navigator SUVs. 
The L-Series boasted sales of more 
than 645,000 in 2012. 

Toyota Motor Manufacturing 
Kentucky (TMMK) in Georgetown, 
Toyota’s largest production plant 
outside of Japan, produces the 
Camry, a popular model for the last 
11 years, as well as the Camry 
Hybrid, Avalon and Venza. The 
plant also produces 4-cylinder and 
V6 engines and powertrain parts. 
Toyota announced in 2012 it will 
invest nearly $32 million in the 
plant to increase 4-cylinder engine 
production by 100,000 engines per 
year at TMMK. Toyota’s North 
American Engineering & Manufac¬ 
turing headquarters office and North 
American parts center is also located 
in Kentucky.

The commitment to practice and 
skills of the individual CheerCats 
allowed the coaches to choreograph a 
more difficult routine and is what 
made the difference at regional com¬ 
petition to coach Carlisle. 

“Our difficulty was points higher 
than the teams we were against. Our 
cheer was more polished. We dropped 
one stunt but executed everything 
else cleanly, and we were pretty con¬ 
fident that we had done what we 
needed to win. We chose a crowd 
effective cheer with strong words and 


signs. We kept it simple and strong 
and we wanted people to be able to 
follow it easily. Everything else is just 
about displaying the skills we have in 
the best way possible...and hitting 
them! 

Before taking the floor, it was the 
most relaxed and confident I'd seen 
the team.

”Whatever happened to Matthew Flairty?”

Friends, family members, col¬ 
leagues and other people we meet and 
have the opportunity to get to know 
come and go during the course of a 
lifetime.

Flairty, a 2004 graduate of Pend¬ 
leton County High School and the 
valedictorian of his class, went on to 
attend college at the University of 
Louisville where he majored in Politi¬ 
cal Science.

Obama r s inaugural address one of strength and vision 


Barack Obama publicly took 
the oath of office for his second 
term on Monday, January 21 and 
it's obvious to all that he intends 
this term to be very different from 
the first.

In his inaugural speech, just 
over 18 minutes, a short one by 
historical standards, Obama was the 
first president ever to use the word 
"gay" as he addressed the rights of 
gay Americans. He offered hope to 
the middle class with the promise of 
new policies, to the gays with 
promises of rights and recognition 
and promised to respond to the 
threat of climate change for the 
future of our children and future 


generations. 


The president challenged the 
nation to set aside political confron¬ 
tation in search of progress toward 
great challenges. The speech was a 
tool meant to forge a bond with the 
country, as a sign that he speaks for 
and with the people more than the 
members of Congress. 

Obama is the sixth lame duck 
elected since the 22nd Amendment, 
ratified in 1951, imposed a two- 
term limit on presidents and 
instantly weakened them. The lame 
ducks' terms were often defined by 
threats not on the Inauguration 
Day radar. Dwight Eisenhower pro¬ 
claimed in 1957 "in our nation, 
work and wealth abound."

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF AN ADMINISTRATIVE 
CODE FOR THE PURPOSE OF SOUND AND EFFICIENT ADMINISTRATION OF 
COUNTY GOVERNMENT UNDER THE AUTHORITY" OF KRS 68. 

BE IT ORDAINED bv the Fiscal Court of the County of Pendleton, Commonwealth of Kentucky 
as follows: 

CHAPTER 1 sets forth the general provisions for titling, defining and amending this ordinance, 

CHAPTER 2 sets forth matters relating to the general administration of the County government 
including powers, duties and procedures of various officials, boards, agencies and departments of 
the County and the administration 

CHAP TER 3 deals with the operations of the Fiscal Court including rules governing meetings, 
Fiscal Court records, adoption County ordinances, orders and resolutions. 

CHAPTER 4 sets forth matters relating to the financial management of the County including du¬ 
ties of various County officials, preparation of the County Budget, and payment of claims, 

CHAPTER 5 sets forth provisions relating to personnel administration, policies and procedures 
including employment, job classifications, employee benefits, employee safety, drug and alcohol 
polity'', employees with disabilities, discipline, use of County' vehicles, equipment and facilities; and 
provisions regarding whistle blower policies and the dispatcher and road department manuals. 

CHAP FER 6 provides for the establishment and operation of the County' Road Department in¬ 
cluding Department property, road inventory, conditions, specifications for private drives connect¬ 
ing to County roads. 

sets forth the provisions for use and one of county' property 

CHAPTER 8 sets forth provisions relating to County' purchases and contracts including bidding, 
negotiation, small purchases and disposition of surplus property'. 

CHAPTER 9 provides for the fiscal courts requirements for boards and commissions and laying out 
guidelines for conducting business. 

CHAPTER 10 provides requirements for boards and commissions to disseminate information, 
dissolution process, removal and appeal process and guidelines for single and muEricounry districts. 

CHAPTER 11 set forth objectives for the provision of county services such as public works (road 
department), county road system and for planning and subdivision regulations as provided in ac¬ 
cordance with the Pendleton County'Joint Planning Commission. 

CHAPTER 12 provide guidelines for the use of county' internet, the use of county' email, use county' 
software, copyright issues, communication security and describing violations for such guidelines. 

CHAPTER 13 set forth a capitalization polity' for describing capital assets, infrastructure and laying 
out useful depreciation life for the like. 

CHAPTER 14 Provides for and sets out the duties of various positions of County' employment.

Ordinance: 


AN ORDINANCE TO HELP PREVENT THE STARVING AND/OR TOTAL NEGLECT OF AN EQUINE AND/OR EQUINES BY THEIR OWNERS, GUARDIANS, CARETAKERS 

AND/OR HARRORERS WITHIN PENDLETON COUNTY. 

Whereas, over the past five years. Pendleton County has addressed -several cases where horses have suffered neglect and starvation by their owners and/or caretakers, and 

Whereas, such neglect and starvation has resulted in horses having to endure protracted pain and suffering resulting in an irrevocable deterioration in their health that resulted in the need to humanely 
euthanize them so as to prevent further agony and self-inflicted physical harm, and 

Whereas, regarding cases of mass animal abuse or neglect (commonly termed “animal hoarding”) peer-reviewed research has repeatedly demonstrated that the recidivism rate for these offenders is well 
over 90 percent, and 

Whereas, the State of Kentuckys procedural and substantive animal cruelty' laws fail to provide a county' or state magistrate with the statutory tools necessary to prevent further criminal conduct of a 
nature similar to that resulting in a conviction for animal abuse (including neglect or starvation ol horses or other equine), and 

Whereas, the Pendleton County Fiscal Court wishes to take the necessary action in order to prevent any further neglect, abuse or cruelty to horses in Pendleton County, to ensure that rhose persons 
who engage in this conduct are held fully accountable for the harm they inflict and to prevent rhose convicted of such conduct from reoffending. 

Now therefore be it ordained by the Fiscal Court of the County of Pendleton, Commonwealth of Kentucky as follows: 

Section One 

Definitions 

Animal Control Officer — A peace officer in Pendleton County recognized by the Kentucky Department of justice, holding a valid ORI who has been trained and certified in both Level I and II 
Livestock Abuse Investigation Training which is provided through the Kentucky'justice Cabinet 
Culpable mental-state terms are defined as follows: 

a. w Recklessly," when used with respect to a result or to a circumstance described by a statute defining an offense, means that a person is aware of and consciously disregards a substantial and unjustifiable 
risk that the result w'ill occur or chat the circumstance exists. The risk must be of such nature and degree that disregard thereof constitutes a gross deviation from the standard of care that a reasonable 

E erson would observe in the situation, 

. “Criminal negligence” or “criminally negligent,” when used with respect to a result or to a circumstance described by a statute defining an offense, means that a person foils to be aware of a substantial 
and unjustifiable risk that the result will occur or that the circumstance exists. The risk must be of such nature and degree that the failure to be aware of it constitutes a gross deviation from the standard 
of care that a reasonable person would observe in the situation. 

“Harborer” means any person who, with respect to an equine found in that persons control, custody, or possession or on that persons land, is asserting that an equine was left or abandoned on the 
person’s property or is otherwise nor required to provide the equine with minimum care, 

“Hennckc system’* means the system of equine body condition scoring developed by Dr. Don R. Hcnnekc, Ph.D., first published in the Equine Veterinary Journal in 1983 where a person evaluates 
an equine both visually and by palpating trie equine’s neck, withers, loin, tail head, ribs and area behind the shoulders and resulting in a body condition score of 1 (poor/extremely thin) to 9 (obese). 
“Licensed veterinarian” means any veterinarian w'ho has graduated from a college or university' with a degree in veterinarian medicine and w r ho is licensed by and in good standing with the State of 
Kentucky’s Board of Veterinarian Medicine. 

“Minimum care” means care sufficient to preserve rhe health and well-being of an equine and, except for emergencies or circumstances beyond the reasonable control of the owner, includes, bur is not 
limited to, the following requirements: 

c Food of sufficient quantity and quality to allow for normal growth or maintenance of body weight; 

d. Open or adequate access io potable water of a drinkable temperature in sufficient quantity to satisfy the equine’s needs; 

e. If an equine is in a shelter for protection from wind, rain, snow or sun, said shelter shall have adequate and appropriate bedding to protect against cold and dampness; and 
f. Veterinary' care deemed necessary by a reasonably prudent person to relieve distress from injury, neglect or disease. 

f '. Continuous access to an area: 

i. With adequate space for exercise necessary for the health of the animal. Inadequate space may be indicated by evidence of debility', stress or abnormal behavior patterns, 
i. With air temperature suitable for the health of the animal, 
j. With adequate ventilation, 

k. With regular diurnal lighting cycles of either natural or artificial light. 

I, Kept reasonably clean and free from excess waste or other contaminants that could affect the animals health, 

“Owner” means a person who has control, custody, possession, or title to any equine or other animal. 

Section Two 

Determining a Horse’s Weil'Being 

1, Where upon, if the animat control office is contacted and/or notified of a starving and/or neglected equine and/or cquines in Pendleton County', he shall investigate such information and/or coni' 
plaint so as to determine if there is just cause to pursue action described in this ordinance. Should he determine that action is needed, he shall contact a licensed veterinary to assist with his investigation. 
The animal control officer and the licensed veterinary shall use the Hcnneke Scoring System, equine scored body for, blood analysis, evidence from their other physical parameters and their professional 
training, so as to determine if action in the matter is required. 

Should it be determined by both aforementioned parries char necessary action be taken in order to protect and to nurture a neglected and/or starved equine and/or equines, the animal conrrol officer 

"this 


shall act in a manner as described in Section 3 of this ordinance 


Section Three 
Enforcement Action 


1. Party and/or parties owning, guarding, caring for and/or harboring an equine and/or equines in Pendleton County, determined by the animal control office and licensed veterinary to be neglected 
and/or starved, shall be charged with a Class A Misdemeanor. Such charges shall carry' a fined of nor less than One Hundred (SiGO.00) Dollars nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars per 
equine, or be sentenced to no more than Twelve (12) months in jail, or both fine and incarceration. 

A harborer shall be presumed to have knowledge of neglected and/or starving equines found under that persons control, custody, or possession or on that persons land and shall be subject to rhe 
penalties set forth in Section 3 (1) if that person foils to make a written report of the abandonment of an equine to an animal control officer within 24 hours of actual or constructive notice of the 
equine abandonment 

Should it be determined by both the animal control officer and the licensed veterinary', that in order to better protect and nurture neglected and/or starved equine and/or equines they be remove from 
the property and/or the housing location of the owner, guardian, caretaker and/or harborer of an equine and/or equines, any and all associated! cost of caring for, transporting, veterinary cost and 
housing such equine and/or equines shall be rhe direct responsibility' owner, guardian, caretaker and/or harborer and the County and/or its designee shall be reimbursed fully for any and all such cost. 
Should it be determined by both the animal control officer and the licensed veterinary that the equine and/or cquines be permitted to stay in the care of the owner, guardian, caretaker and/or harborer, 
the animal control officer shall obtain a random sample of feed/forage provided to the equine and/or equines on a bi-weekly basis. The animal control officer may, at his discretion, have such feed and/ 
or forage tested by the Kentucky Department of Agriculture in order to determine if the equine and/or cquines arc receiving proper nutrition. 

Should it be determined by both the animal control officer and the licensed veterinary, that neglected and/or starved equine and/or equines are at the degree of starvation and/or neglect beyond that 
of rehabilitation, such equine and/or cquines shall be humanely euthanized and any and all associated cost shall be borne by the owner, guardian, caretaker and/or harborer 

Pursuant to a search warrant or a recognized exception to the warrant requirement, an animal control officer, in consultation with a licensed veterinarian, may seize and impound any equine if that 
officer has probable cause to believe that the owner or harborer has violated this ordinance. The owner or harborer of an equine shall be liable to rhe county for any and all costs of housing, feeding, 
treating and caring for any lawfully impounded equine. The county' shall have a possessory chattel lien in any lawfully impounded equine for such costs. 

Section Four 
Severable 

1. The provisions of this ordinance are severable. If any sentence, clause or section or part of this ordinance or the application thereof to any particular case is for any reason found to be unconstitutional, 
illegal, or invalid, such unconstitutionality, illegality', or invalidity' shall not affect or repeal any of the remaining provisions, sentences, clauses or sections or pari of this ordinance, it being rhe legislative 
intent of this body to ordain and enact such provision, section, paragraph, sentence, and part hereof separately and independently of such other provision. 

This ordinance shall become effective upon passage and publication.

Stretch Marks 
Getting Under

What Causes Stretch Marks? 

Obviously, pregnancy stretches 
your belly’s skin. But there’s more 
to stretch marks than that. Genet¬ 
ic factors may also play a role. 

"Basically, if your mother had 
them, you’re probably going to 
have them," says Leslie Baumann, 
MD, director of the University of 
Miami Cosmetic Center and au¬ 
thor of The Skin Type Solution. 

Stretch marks don't look the 
same on everyone. The appear¬ 
ance of stretch marks depends on 
the color of your skin; they can 
start out pink, reddish brown, 
brown, or dark brown, and fade 
over time to a more silvery color. 

How to Get Rid of Stretch Marks 
When stretch marks show up, 
it's best to treat them as early as 
possible. 

Research has focused on the early 
stages of stretch marks, when they 
are still red or purple and most 
readily respond to treatment, 
Baumann explains. Once stretch 
marks pass the initial stage, when 
they are red or purple, to the later 
stages, where they become white 
or silver often with deep indenta¬ 
tions they are much more chal¬ 
lenging to treat. 

"It is crucial to moisturize," Bau¬ 
mann says. "Skin becomes more 
pliant, more plasticized, and bet¬ 
ter able to stretch when it's well 
hydrated." 

She recommends moisturizing

What You Need 
to Know About 
Obesity & How 
to Prevent It. 


What Causes It?: 

Researchers know that obesity 
is the result of eating more calo¬ 
ries than we expend (or burn off 
through activity), but a number 
of factors contribute to obesity: 


1. Eat Well 

Diets that are low in vitamins, 
minerals and antioxidants can 
weaken your immune system, 
making you more vulnerable to 
infection. Strive for a low-fat 
diet, rich in fruits, vegetables, and 
whole grains. 


2. Exercise to Prevent Stress 

Stress can trigger shingles and ex¬ 
ercise can help reduce stress. Try 
walking briskly for half an hour a 
day or take up swimming, biking, 
or yoga. 


Obesity is an epidemic in the 
United States with 35.1% of 
adults in America classified as 
obese. Being overweight or obese 
puts you at risk for a number of 
diseases, including heart disease, 
diabetes, high blood pressure, 
cancer, stroke, gallbladder disease, 
osteoarthritis, and respiratory 
disorders. The risk of developing 
these diseases is even higher when 
extra weight is concentrated near 
the waist (belly fat). 


Diet: Eating high fat, high calo¬ 
rie foods causes weight gain. 

Lack of exercise: Sedentary peo¬ 
ple don't burn as many calories as 
active people. 

Genetics: Your genes may in¬ 
fluence how much fat your body 
stores and where it is stored. But 
genes alone do not mean you will 
be obese. 

Age: People gain weight as they 
get older, because they tend to 
be less active and to lose muscle 


- Having family members who 
are overweight or obese 

- Not being physically active 

- Overeating 

- Eating a high fat diet 

- Having a hormone disorder, 
such as Cushing syndrome or hy¬ 
pothyroidism (underactive thy¬ 
roid) 

- Being emotionally stressed 
(from the death of a loved one, 
for example), which may cause 
overeating 

- Prenatal exposures, such as 
smoking 


3. Avoid Chicken Pox 

The best way to avoid shingles is to 
avoid chicken pox. There are vac¬ 
cines available to prevent chicken 
pox if you haven’t already had 
them. 


4. Supplements 

Taking vitamins regularly will 
keep your immune system strong 
and therefore less likely to suc¬ 
cumb to shingles. And for relief 
from PHN (a complication from 
shingles), ask your doctor about 
vitamin B12 injections, which can 
strengthen the tissue that covers 
your nerves. 


Obesity is an increasing prob¬ 
lem. According to the National 
Institutes of Health, 60% of 
American adults are overweight 
and 35% are considered obese, 
while about 25% of American 
children are overweight or obese. 
And the numbers are rising. In 
fact, if current trends continue, 
more than half of American adults 
are likely to be obese by 2030. 
Taking weight off, and keeping it 
off, is difficult. Many people who 
lose weight later gain back some 
or all of the excess pounds.

Exercise can help you lose 
weight, especially in the first 6 
months, and maintain your de¬ 
sired weight in the long term. 
Exercise not only contributes to 
weight loss, it also decreases ab¬ 
dominal fat and improves heart 
health, lowers blood pressure, and 
helps keep blood sugar levels in 
check. 


Prognosis and Complications: 

People who are overweight or 
obese increase their risk for devel¬ 
oping the following conditions: 


If you are not used to exercising, 
start slowly and build up to 30 
minutes a day for at least 5 days 
a week. An ideal exercise program 
includes aerobic activity (such as 
walking, swimming, or biking), 
strength training (lifting weights), 
and flexibility (stretching). If you 
are severely obese or have other 
medical problems, talk to your 
doctor before starting a new exer¬ 
cise program. 


Type 2 diabetes, high blood 
pressure, coronary artery disease, 
high cholesterol, high levels of 
triglycerides (fat) in the blood, 
heart failure, respiratory prob¬ 
lems (such as sleep apnea), circu¬ 
latory problems (such as varicose 
veins), gallbladder disease, breast 
cancer (after menopause) and en¬ 
dometrial cancer, prostate cancer, 
colorectal cancer, osteoarthritis, 
depression, bipolar disease, and 
agoraphobia 


You may be sore at first. Some 
muscle soreness is normal. How¬ 
ever, if you have pain that lasts 
more than 2 hours after your 
workout, see your doctor before 
continuing. 


Many studies show that exercise 
from moderate to intense helps 
prevent obesity. The Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
and the American Academy of 
Sports Medicine recommend at 
least 30 minutes of moderate aer¬ 
obic activity (such as a brisk walk) 
at least 5 days a week. You don't 
have to exercise for 30 minutes at 
a time; 10 minutes, done 3 times 
a day, is also effective. In fact, any 
exercise — from taking the stairs 
to cleaning the house or work¬ 
ing in the garden — is beneficial. 
You should also include muscle 
strengthening activities — lifting 
weights or working with resis¬ 
tance bands — 2 days a week. 


Treatment Options: 

Losing weight — and then 
maintaining a healthy weight — 
involves a combination of diet, 
exercise, and other lifestyle modi¬ 
fications. Although some medi¬ 
cations, herbs, and supplements 
may help you lose a little weight, 
you still must eat fewer calories 
and exercise more to see any real 
effect. And you must make those 
behavioral changes stick in order 
to keep weight off. For severe 
obesity, bariatric surgery (which 
physically restricts the amount of 
food a person can eat) may be an 
option. 


Eating and exercise habits are 
hard to change. Many people are 
able to lose at least 20 pounds 
with diet and exercise plans, but 
only about 10 - 20% can main¬ 
tain that weight loss for a long 
period of time. Losing just 15 - 
20 pounds, however, can reduce 
the risk of serious complications, 
such as diabetes and heart failure, 
by 10-25%.
